Thomas Menino the favorite among the 
city’s political insiders. And clear that 
his challenger, City Councilor Maura 
Hennigan, has scored more debating points. 
But both have — so far, at least — one thing 
common: they are doing miserable job 
coming grips with the big issues that most 
affect Boston’s future. The reason? They are 
afraid offending the city’s unionized work- 
ers, who — in relative terms — vote in larger 
numbers than average citizens. Because vot- 
ers accept this sort cowardly behavior 
election after election, the city suffers. 

Boston may decent financial shape 
the moment. But recent report from the 
Boston Municipal Research Bureau points 
out, dark days and ominous challenges lie 
ahead. the years come the city going 
hard-pressed deliver anything more 
than basic services such as education, police, 
and fire protection. Underfunded “ameni- 
ties” such parks and libraries will suffer. 
The quality life Bostonians cherish will suf- 
fer. There all but room for what num- 
bers crunchers call discretionary spending 
and what the rest might call good 
new ideas. The fact the matter that the 
$200 million city workers have received pay 
Taises in recent years did not, as the Research 
Bureau points out, produce any improve- 
ments the delivery city services. 

Boston not alone. Most cities and towns 
across the state face similar squeeze be- 
cause state legislators lack the guts change 
laws that give public workers protections 
that those the private sector don’t enjoy. 
The idea linking wage-and-benefit in- 
creases higher productivity almost un- 
speakable Beacon Hill. Menino, for the 
record, favors changing the law. But there 
little chance that happening time of- 
fer the sort relief Boston going need. 
What’s Hennigan’s position? 

Acomplex and intra-dependent web 
wage increases, pension benefits, and sky- 
rocketing health-insurance costs are combin- 
ing create what the Research Bureau calls 
situation for Boston. 
Menino and Hennigan owe voters 
spell out precise detail how they would 
deal with it. Promising more when they will 
faced with delivering less would dis- 
honest. it? 

Public safety, and the police department’s 
providing it, should also key issue

But challenge Hennigan come terms 
with the reports Phoenix writer David 
Bernstein, who has found that not only does 
Boston have the worst homicide squad the 
nation for city its size, but that it’s sup- 
ported bush-league ballistics depart- 
ment that is ill-trained and inept (see “The 
Worst Homicide Squad the Country,” 
News and Features, August 19, Bal- 
listics,” News and Features, October 7). 
When comes dealing with the 
schools, both candidates have some thought- 
ful ideas about how improve the educa- 
tional environment. But neither one seems 
want tackle the painfully incompetent 
bureaucracy that administers the system. 
It’s not sexy issue. Still, anyone with chil- 
dren the system knows that while the sit- 
uation the classroom improving, the 
system that services the schools stinks. 
School assignments, admittedly thorny 
problem, may the most important matter 
address. But the performance the non-

The State Senate has passed bill that would 
allow horse and dog tracks install slot ma- 
chines race parks. The House Represen- 
tatives expected vote any day now. 

The big problem with this bill that 
smacks special interests.

ANOTHER ROGUE REPORTER 


After much delay, the New YorkTimes’ long-awaited 
investigation of reporter Judith Miller’s 85-day jail 
stint for refusing to testify in Plamegate — and an 
accompanying “personal account” Miller her- 
self — was published on Sunday. Conspiracy buffs 
were probably disappointed. But Times critics prob- 
ably weren't. 

When it came to a smoking gun, the post- 
mortems fell short. Miller’s account — complete 
with frustrating memory lapses — certainly did not 
dramatically finger Cheney chief of staff 1. Lewis 
“Scooter” Libby for leaking the name of CIA opera- 
tive Valerie Plame in retaliation against Plame’s 
husband and Iraq-war critic Joseph Wilson. 

What was most notable about the Times story 
was its portrayal of the paper’s uneasy and undisci- 
plined relationship with a bigfoot reporter who put 
its reputation and credibility on the line. Inter- 
spersed throughout the story were damning in- 
stances of communication and ego problems, some 
of which harken back to the systemic internal trou- 
bles that came to light with the Jayson Blair fiasco: 
The Times story called Miller “an intrepid re- 
porter whom editors found hard to control.” 
Another passage said that “inside the 
newsroom, she was a divisive figure. A 
few colleagues refused work with 
her.” The story recounted how one 
former Times editor said that Miller 
had called herself “Miss Run 
Amok.” 
© Before she became some- 
thing of a media martyr by 
had been badly tarnished 
her too-unquestioning pre- 
Iraq-war reporting of claims 
that Saddam Hussein was 
developing WMD. In 
the Times account, 
Miller finally 
offereda modified @ 
mea culpa 


saying “W.M.D. —I got it totally wrong. The ana- 
lysts, the experts and the journalists who covered 
them — we were all wrong. If your sources are 
wrong, you are wrong. I did the best job that I 
could.” 
© Other parts of the story raised troubling is- 
sues about Miller’s coverage of pre-war Iraq. The 
reporters noted that after Miller’s supervising 
editor left the Times in 2002, “Ms. Miller operat- 
ed with a degree of autonomy rare at The Times.” 
After Bill Keller succeeded Howell Raines as ex- 
ecutive editor in the summer of 2003 (in the 
wake of the Blair scandal), he told Miller that 
she was off the Iraq and WMD beat. But Keller 
was quoted, remarkably enough, saying “she 
kept kind of drifting on her own back into the 
national security realm.” 
© There are also hints at strain between Miller and 
her employer. The reporters said that in interviewing 
her for Sunday’s story, “Miller generally would not 
discuss her interactions with editors, elaborate on 
the written account of her grand jury testimony 
or allow reporters to review her notes.” 
There’s nothing in the Times revelations 
Seem, tO Support the view that Judy Miller 
to testify about a confidential 
source. But there was plenty to 
suggest that the paper has 
price for again failing its 
oversight of a strong-willed 
who had generated 
internal skepticism about work 
habits and work product. And 
that sounds all too familiar.

“the largest biological experiment man 
has ever entered into.” 

Fresh, organic, and healthy foods 
form the foundation of what Garcia calls 
a“counter-revolution ... where people 
are very conscious of their food choices.” 

For now, the lack of required label- 
ing on genetically modified fare makes 
it hard to know what you're eating. 
“People are being disconnected from 
their food in general,” Garcia says. 
“You're not feeding yourself, you’re just 
fueling. It becomes more compulsive, it 
becomes more unhealthy.”

True Crime comes 


Shane Bugbee grew up in the ’7os, in subur- 
ban Chicago — not far from the horrors con- 
cealed in serial killer John Wayne Gacy’s 
crawlspace. “Me and my brother and friends 
would ride our bikes up there to watch the 
dig,” says the author and radio host. “And 
hear the police officers talking.” 

The things the cops were saying — dark 
mutterings about the grisly finds unearthed 
from beneath those floorboards — weren’t 
making it into sanitized newspaper accounts of 
the “Killer Clown.” Those discrepancies, cou- 
pled perhaps with the things Bugbee learned 
while spending his summers at the family fu- 
neral home, sparked a decades-long interest in 
the true stories behind so-called “true crime.” 
And was born the True Crime Warped Minds 
Tour, which comes Salem Friday part 
the town’s Festival the Dead. Here, Bug- 
bee, a self-described “cultural forensic patholo- 
gist,” will talk straight about all things Gacy 
and Bundy and Dahmer. 

With the huge popularity of crime TV (Cold 
Case, CSI, Bones), Bugbee would seem to have a 
ready-made audience for this multimedia 
Grand Guignol. But he’s just not so sure folks 
are ready for it. “True crime and serial killers 
have been so popular in this country for the last 
couple years,” he says. “But it upsets me how 
homogenized it’s become. They cut all the real- 
ity out these shows, people can almost 
romanticize this stuff.” 

There’s nothing romantic about Bugbee’s 
crime-scene photos. the footage 
Columbine killers Eric Harris and Dylan Kle- 
bold screaming and waving shotguns in their 
videotaped threats, or a real-life clip of an at- 
tempted murder, or a “shocking” home 
movie of an animal being tortured, made by 
a future serial killer, Bugbee makes no bones

about it: this is not a night for anyone seek- 
ing campy Halloween fun. “It’s very shocking 
stuff for sure,” he says. “This is what Bill Cur- 
tis leaves out when he does his A&E Biography 
on a serial killer.” 

In the 20 years he’s pursued this ghastly 
avocation — one he talks about every week on 
his Web cast (threeringradio.com) Bugbee 
has amassed an ever-changing collection of 
true-crime artifacts. He buys things, studies 
things, and then sells things to people more 
morbid than he is. (“I am not a collector. I 
think they’re sort of a strange lot.”) Among 
the bloodstained relics on view are serial killer 
Aileen Wuornos’s “death shirt,” and a hatchet 
used by depraved grave robber Ed Gein. 

fact, the big-ticket item TCWMT 
Gein’s 1949 Dodge pickup — possibly the same 
one he used to hunt for human quarry during 
his Eisenhower-era killing sprees — which is 
being sold on eBay ($90,000) by a couple of 
residents of Gein’s hometown of Plainfield, 
Wisconsin. They'll also be in attendance.

“They are the real deal,” says Bugbee. “These 
people alone will creep folks out. People in 
that town are messed up. They have dead dogs 
hanging from the trees up there. It’s just 
bizarre. Insane.” 

Of course, there’s a mite of black humor to 
all this. Examples mass murderers’ paint- 
ings and writings will be on exhibit, as will 
black-velvet portraits of serial killers by artist/ 
satanist Jack Malebranche (yes, the Boston 
Strangler is one).

And 
while the BRA’s utter lack accountability 
troubling witness the sad story the 
Gaiety Theatre (See “Curtain Call,” News 
and Features, October 15, 2004.) — a new 
planning agency would require vast new 
bureaucracy that would, all likelihood, 
cost the city lot money time when 
tight. But compared with Meni- 
no, whose big idea for fourth term seems 
putting more global-positioning de- 
vices Boston’s public-works vehicles, 
Hennigan least seems have modicum 
vision for the city. 


THERE CHANCE? 
why are there still many doubters? 

Part Hennigan’s problem structural. 
Ask any native Bostonian, and tell 
you that Boston’s political scene far less vi- 
brant than used be. Demographics are 
one reason: while the city’s overall popula- 
tion has dropped recent decades, many 
new Bostonians, from non-English-speak- 
ing immigrants affluent out-of-state 
transplants, are still politically disengaged. 

As mayor, meanwhile, Menino presides 
over workforce some 16,000 full-time 
city employees and thanks fear, 
some combination the two, most 
them can expected support the guy 
who signs their paychecks. Throw the low 
turnout that’s characterized recent elections 
(in 1983, when Flynn topped Mel King, 
percent Boston voters went the polls; 
2001, when Menino beat Davis-Mullen, just 
35 percent did), and incumbency is more 
powerful than ever. 

The advantages being third-term may- 
don’t stop there. Menino’s fundraising 
base rock-solid, and he’s capable getting 
out the vote any neighborhood the city. 
What’s more, under Boston’s strong-mayor 
form government, Menino exercises re- 
markable amount of control over every aspect 
city government and he’s more than 
willing make life difficult for real per- 
ceived opponents. Consequently, anyone who 
might inclined publicly support Henni- 
gan, even give her forum make her 
case, has weigh their own interests first. 

Last week’s citywide candidate’s forum 
RoxVOTE, a new organization dedicated to 
cultivating political engagement, case 
point. When Menino opted not partici- 
pate, organizers informed Hennigan that she 
wouldn’t allowed speak either.

That said, Hennigan may not blame- 
less when comes her credibility deficit.

Too often, though, she leads 
with hokey earnestness that calls mind 
substitute teacher you remember from 
high one who, despite the best in- 
tentions, fated not taken seriously. 

more substantive level, Hennigan 
isn’t helped her own political ambiguity. 
Earlier her career, Hennigan was known

fact, more-relevant lessons can 
learned from virus-pandemic scares the 
last half-century, when knowledge, re- 
sources, and infrastructure were hand. 
Unfortunately, those lessons are cautionary 
since, every case, presidents have han- 
dled the threat poorly. Bush appears well 
his way sustaining that track record. 

1957, Dwight Eisenhower refused 
order mass production vaccines, relying 
instead on the market, and 80,000 Ameri- 
cans died. Another 34,000 died in the 1968 
outbreak, when again Lyndon Johnson 
failed prompt pharmaceutical companies 
produce sufficient vaccine quantities. 
The swine-flu scare 1976 led Gerald Ford 
hand over the farm the drug manufac- 
turers and the casualty-insurance industry, 
forking over large sums money, granting 
indemnification against claims, and allow- 
ing proprietary-secret concerns trump 
government oversight. The result was 
expensive fiasco, particularly when the flu 
strain proved relatively mild. Finally Ronald 
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Reagan dismantled Jimmy Carter’s at- 
tempts create ongoing vaccine-develop- 
ment programs, and, of course, failed to 
marshal the power of the US government to 
stem the HIV/AIDS epidemic. 

There acommon theme here: re- 
liance free-market forces, which proved 
woefully unsuitable. 

Bush not reading about these histori- 
cal episodes, nor learning their les 
sons. Quite the opposite. Bush and his 
team have made explicitly clear that the 
plan is to take every pro-business measure 
they have ever supported, and apply them 
to the vaccine industry. 

This strategy dates back least year, 
to the policy of former Health and Human 
Services secretary Tommy Thompson, but 
has been re-emphasized repeatedly 
the past two weeks by HHS secretary 
Michael Leavitt, the country’s de facto 
avian-flu czar. 

After bird flu meeting between Bush 
and pharmaceutical executives October 
Leavitt spoke the press about the need 
to pass medical-liability reform, to indem- 
nify drug makers from litigation, and 
“create streamlined regulatory process” 
for those companies. 

The Bush administration has also 
voiced its opposition plan, floated 
UN secretary general Kofi Annan, to sus- 
pend patent rules the event out- 
break. Annan’s plan would allow more 
drug companies manufacture their own 
versions drugs like Tamiflu the flu 
drug made Roche Holding Switzer- 
land future anti-flu drug. the 
Bushies, intellectual-property protection 
is sacrosanct, so the US stands firmly 
with Roche, which announced a week ago 
that would not relinquish its Tamiflu 
patent. this Tuesday, Roche said they 
might open the idea, but there has 
been such change heart the Bush 
administration. 

But the big idea, the grand strategy for 
boosting flu-vaccine development and pro- 
duction, was rolled out in a new adminis- 
tration code word: “certainty.” Certainty, 
Leavitt explained the press 
conference, refers to assurance that drug 
companies will have permanent, huge, 
profitable market for such products. 

Leavitt’s idea that the can provide 
this “certainty” “creating ethic 
vaccinations” convincing tens 
millions Americans regularly get flu 
shots they don’t particularly need. 

More details this plan will follow, but 
Leavitt has thus far been doing his part 
whip scaring the bejesus out 
the general populace. For the past two

Any drug useful for today’s virus will 
likely useless against tomorrow’s. 
Viruses evolve through mutation, to sur- 
vive against the immunity that humans 
build against earlier versions.

Their drop- 
pings will spread more fowl and game birds and ultimately 
humans, sometimes happens with ordinary flu. one this 
point knows exactly how much contact with the droppings re- 
quired to get infected. Then, the person-to-person transmission 
can begin, just ordinary flu passed on. 

The Bay State lies the migratory path birds that could 
carry south, they have brought viruses here the past. 
have active ports that made Boston one the hardest-hit cities 
during the 1918 pandemic. And have actively migratory 
human population of business travelers, tourists, college stu- 
dents, and conventioneers coming and going constantly with 
their diseases. 

The good news is that the Bay State has an influenza-pandemic- 
preparedness plan, created in 2001 and just updated in July. The 
bad news that many critical elements that plan, for detecting 
and reporting an outbreak, and for distributing, storing, and ad- 
ministering vaccines, are glaringly incomplete. 

Bear mind, too, that the last receive the very limited 
amounts vaccine will otherwise healthy adults aged two

pandemic,” the preparedness plan warns.

We are, however, counting 
the for-profit pharmaceutical industry 
swoop and save from avian flu 
when the time comes. 

But those companies have shown 
their hearts, and they are arguably even 
more resistant government persuasion 
now than when Eisenhower and Johnson 
failed spur them action. Thanks 
mergers and consolidations, there are 
now just five American vaccine-making 
companies, compared with just 
years ago and only two those five 
make influenza vaccine. 

The pharmaceutical industry, mean- 
while, has become the single largest gov- 
ernment-influence peddler, according 
the Center for Public Integrity, spending 
well over $100 million year lobbying 
and campaign contributions. Most that 
money comes via the industry’s main lob- 
bying group, the Pharmaceutical Re- 
search and Manufacturers America 
(PhRMA). Its current president is former 
congressman Billy Tauzin who, just 
last year, was chairman the House 
committee that regulates the pharmaceu- 
tical industry.

Later, Kent 
State, Mothersbaugh drank deep from Dada 
and surrealism, and found art. fed off 
the omnivorous conceptual wranglings 
Andy Warhol. And he’s since built hefty 
oeuvre tiny masterpieces, comprising. 
not just illustrations and screen prints but 
works in unorthodox media like decals, 
rubber-stamp designs, and mail art (he’s 
crafted least one postcard image nearly 


stranger musicians with jones for visual 
art, and to celebrate its third anniversary 
it’s exhibiting mother lode Mothers- 
baugh. “Beautiful Mutants” show 
lovingly distorted photos sepia-toned 
freaks.

MIRROR IMAGES 

“Mutants have always been dear the 
heart Devo. One our earliest 
influences was the original Island Lost 
Souls,” Mothersbaugh says from his Los An- 
geles studio.

Our asym- 
metrical exterior hides 
the true contents each 
us.” “corrects” the 
photographs make 
them perfectly symmetri- 
first tried using 
mirrors and kaleidoscopic 
camera lenses, but now 
does computer. 

The results are strik- 
ing.

Some look almost normal, 
but closer inspection re- 
veals that something’s 
just not quite right.

In 2002, when the front room of the Par- 
adise transformed from M-8o, a dance 
club for the filthy-rich and Euro-stu- 
dents, to the Paradise Lounge, a low- 
key, rock-friendly room with small 
stage and tall walls, Ami Bennitt saw an 
opportunity. She was managing Mikey 
Welsh (late Weezer and the Kickovers) 
the time, and was looking 
place exhibit his muscular and color- 
ful abstract paintings for the first time. 

The show was 
success. The rest history. Three years 
later, Bennitt curates six to eight exhibits 
year. The openings are free, and the art 
affordable. “It’s pop art, it’s street art, 
it’s outsider art,” Bennitt says. “It’s the 
antithesis walking 
and down Newbury 
Street. It’s not for peo- 
ple who galleries, 
it’s for rock people, and 
people who want 
exposed art who oth- 
erwise wouldn’t be.” 

That art has includ- 
everything from 
concert-poster prints 
local guys like Phoenix il- 
lustrator Mark Reusch 
and Helms drummer 
Dan McCarthy, to the 
work underground 
populist Steve Keene, 
whose slapdash, as- 
sembly-line paintings 
usually for about 
bucks The gallery 
has also shown big 
names, like Mekons 
frontman Jon Langford’s 
weather-beaten por- 
traits country-music 
icons, or charcoal rub- 
bings Mission 
Burma’s Roger Miller. 

For his part, Moth- 
ersbaugh says the Par- 
adise Lounge Gallery 
has leg the 
spaces usually 
shows in. like gal- 
leries that are connected the street, 
galleries that would tend put 
lawyer accountant who are just 
trying put together portfolio they 
can double their money the art mar- 
ket. tend look for the galleries that 
attract younger, more excitable audi- 
ence that tend love art because ex- 
ists.” Coupling its commitment pop- 
ulist art with the staying power lent 
one the country’s legendary rock 
clubs, the Paradise Lounge Gallery 
rare breed. We’re lucky have it. 

Alas, that doesn’t necessarily mean 
Mothersbaugh will showing 
his own opening. Five weeks ago, 
and his wife flew China adopt 
14-month-old girl.

CHANNEL CHANGE With new owner and new chef, the 


Channel Café still has some very good food. 


Channel Café occupies the former home 
the 300 Café, which was run as a second 
restaurant the lamented Claremont 
remains hip enclave next the 
Fort Point Arts Community gallery, which 
open for browsing though were the 
living room next the dining room ina 
large house. Remarkably, the Channel 
Café, with new owner and new chef, 
still has some very good food, although 
different than what the space used of- 
fer. The owner now Ana Crowley, 
artist and sculptor whose work (linked 
the Web site the restaurant) lot 
spikier than the tone of the café. The chef, 
Connal McCullough, good hand with 
meat and vegetables. (What else there? 
Well, there’s pastry and bread, where Mc- 
Cullough has yet show his mastery, and 
there’s chocolate and starches, where his 
record still developing.) The chef also 
picks the very cool, cutting-edge music. 
The bread basket weak, however, with 
fluffy white slices. The effect multiplied 
you order appetizer with the same 
bread toasted, such the bluefish paté ($6) 
sometimes the soup the day ($4.50). 
had the latter when was tomato, and 
was giant bowl somewhat thick 
soup, spicy pizza sauce. you’ve got 
pizza sauce giant bowl, and then these 
toasts standing that don’t much work. 
The bluefish paté works anyway, 
because smoother than the usual 


stuff, yet has almost 
much smoked-fish 
flavor per spread. 

favorite appetizer, 
though, was the “roasted 
vegetable quesadilla” 
($8). We’ve come a long 
way from the old Mexi- 
can quesadilla, which 
was little cheese 
worked into corn tor- 
tilla, with maybe slice 
chili. the Channel 
Café have whole 
meal, flour tor- 
tilla folded over lot 
cheese and veggies 
make four pizza-size 
slices serious food. 
The vegetables are mush- 
rooms, carrots, squash, 
and onions, and the 
Mexican spices are rea- 
sonably consistent, 
still reads Mexican 
food even though fills 
you like calzone. 

liked the dolmas 
plate ($5) with four grape 
leaves rolled around soft, 
lemony rice, a nice salad 
field greens, and most 
roasted red pepper. 
could also appetize, and 
sometimes lunch, on a side dish like the 
spicy chickpeas ($4), which were actually 
substitution for lentils. These chickpeas 
were done something like curry, but 
not specifically curry: very nice effect, 
and goodly heap chickpeas, about 
much supermarket can aloo chole. 

For entrées, loved the balsamic-glazed 
pork tenderloin ($15). mean, are feel- 
ing little bohemian here, which used 
mean that you ignore conventional wis- 
dom and for what really good. The 
pork loin cut the bias make two 
vertical towers, but with not lot glaze, 
side garlicky green beans, and 
whipped mashed potatoes with plenty 
butter. This dish much diner 
bistro, just better than either. 

Marinated-steak salad ($13) another 
winner, part because when you order the 
steak medium rare, you actually get that. 
The greens are good enough there’s 
great evidence the marinade but the 
gorgonzola cheese nice accent, are the 
sun-dried tomatoes, once you accept that 
tomato season usually over October; 
just having exceptionally warm fall. 

The “1/2 chicken cooked under brick” 
($12) unharmed and has flavor the 
brick, but ours was little oversalted, and 
the sautéed baby spinach with was badly 
oversalted. Oven-fried potato slices are 
very good, however. The chicken boned 
before flattening, except for one wing

bone, so you have a sort of longer, lower 
version the “Statler” chicken breast. 
With some kind of a sauce, this would be 
major entrée the South End. 

special ravioli stuffed with chicken 
and peas ($15) was clearly homemade. The 
seven large triangles stuffed pasta had 
wonderful chew, but the ground-chicken 
filling came powdery and dry, even with 
whole peas inside and creamy cheese 
sauce outside. Again, little more polish, 
and you’d have something legendary. 

The wine list is short, with nine wines, 
but the most remarkable drink had was 
pear-flavored [hard] cider ($3.5) This is made 
Woodchuck Vermont, and seems 
confection based hard cider rather 
than fermented pear juice (which would 
“perry”) mixed cider (which would 
traditional trick). The bottle has list 
ingredients, including “natural pear flavor” 
and “hard cider.” But the result is a clear 
liquid that smells like New Zealand sauvi- 
gnon blanc, but quaffs like light beer. 

For real wine, the Barefoot cabernet 
sauvignon, non-vintage ($6/24) is as light 
and fruity Beaujolais, but does taste like 
cabernet and goes well with food. The 2002 
Black Swan merlot ($5 glass only) more 
solid, but had no real character when we 
tasted it. They brew iced tea, and makea 
decent cup of decaf ($2) or herb tea ($1.75). 
Desserts weren’t much either our vis- 
its. The best were offered was choice 
three kinds homemade cookies 
($1.50/each). Naturally we had all three, 
and the nod went peanut butter, fine 
flavor for rich, soft cookie. Double choco- 
late was rich but not really defined, and 
chocolate chip was excellent, in the soft, 
underbaked mode popular these days. 

Atmosphere hard guess from two 
early and empty weeknights. course, 
the Channel Café only open week- 
nights. Allegedly crowd drifts later 
the evening, and later in the week. Cer- 
tainly the feeling that real artists might 
hanging out, watching reactions 
their pieces the gallery, bracing.

Clap Your Hands Say Yeah seem elu- 
sive, that’s design. Although the sor- 
ta-Brooklyn band (more on that later) 
catapulted from relative anonymity to 
the indie success story the summer 
matter months, thanks the grass- 
roots fan power Internerds, the five- 
official on-line identity subtly eva- 
sive. There’s bio press kit their site 
— for that sort of thing, you’re stuck with a 
Wikipedia entry. The on-line photo gallery 
equally cagy, offering mostly teasing 
glimpses the twentysomething band 
members in blurry, shadowy, and other in- 
scrutable states. Elsewhere, they’re just 
share: the NYC-based firm Big 
Hassle Publicity doesn’t even mention them 
its site. It’s been reported that 
most the band met Connecticut College, 
but CYHSY dodge questions about their 
genesis like defendants criminal trials. 

And right now, they’re missing. It’s 
mid-September Wednesday, and CYHSY are 
headlining sold-out show sit- 
down interview scheduled couple hours 
previously doesn’t materialize: after delayed 
soundcheck and brief Phoenix photo shoot, 
they evaporate into thin air with tour 
manager named Gabriel. one knows 
where they’ve gone: not the door lady, 
not Elio, the house sound dude, who knows 
CYHSY twins Lee and Tyler Sargent back 
from when Lee roomed with his girlfriend. 
Poof, vanished, gone. 

Then keyboardist/guitarist Robbie 
Guertin emerges from parked U-Haul trail- 
er, arms cradling bundle. He’s just 
from dinner the Green Street 


Grill that frontman/song architect Alec 
Ounsworth left early for nap the tour 
van. The Sargent twins, Lee (Keys, guitar) 
and Tyler (bass), appear and greet their 
white-haired, red-faced father, who’s lean- 
ing against car and grinning wildly. 
Drummer Sean Greenhalgh: still missing. 

what about that interview? “Read the 
blogs,” smirks Guertin. tell you 
everything you need know.” 

Most blogs will tell you that CYHSY are 
from Brooklyn, which isn’t entirely accurate. 
Ounsworth still resides his mom’s house 
Philly when he’s not couch-squatting 
NYC. The rest the CYHSY boys the Sar- 
gents, Guertin, Greenhalgh live 
Brooklyn, but they grew around Boston. 
The Sargents, 28-year-old identical twins 
who hail from Hingham, even did time 
the Boston indie circuit in a melodically 
plodding, prototypically mumbling band 
called Clown Down. 

The first local CYHSY show took place last 
May at Great Scott; that was also the first 
time the fivesome had played outside the 
Pennsylvania—New Jersey—New York area. A 
lot has happened since. June, Pitchfork be- 
stowed the enviable mantle Next Big iPod 
Thing CYSHY awarding their homony- 
mous release whopping out When 
album scores that numerical rating from 
that site, it’s pretty certain that tens thou- 
sands people will hear it. sizable per- 
centage might even buy it. That held true for 
CYHSY, who caught among the blogger- 
naut faster than bird flu: Clap Your Hands Say 
Yeah became one fastest moving 
units ever. Since July, the band have shipped 


more than 25,000 copies the disc from 
Brooklyn apartment. More than half the 
shows recent cross-country tour open- 
ing for the National were sold out. They’re 
such a hot prospect, it’s rumored Columbia 
offered them mega-contract (they de- 
clined) and The invited them the show 
(another refusal). 

Pitchfork also gushed about how nice was 
hear release without PR-spun mytholo- 
gy. And the absence myth became the 
CYHSY myth. “It’s funny the way everyone 
says self-released our album,” Guertin 
says after finally wrangle him and the Sar- 
gents together for beer upstairs the Mid- 
dle East. (Ounsworth’s “sick the van”; 
Marshfield native Greenhalgh still out eat- 
ing with his family.) “We recorded some- 
thing, every band has it, and now you 
And far, they’ve been swatting away labels 
like badminton shuttlecocks.

the tech-savvy members CYHSY, 
the Sargents and Guertin are amused the 
bloggernaut that’s propelled them into mi- 
nor stardom. could graduate the- 
sis again, really would’ve done this 
whole process,” says Guertin, a Belmont 
native and printmaker/illustrator who’s 
girlfriend, Dasha Shiskin, drew the CYHSY 
cover “It was never about posting all 
our songs everywhere. you only 
second clips, people’ll listen those cou- 
ple times. But you give them couple 
songs, it’ll get into their head and they’ll 
want more.” 

They’re also amazed with the live-show

The DKs won that one, but lately they’ve 
been war with themselves: years- 
long case that began in 1998, guitarist East 
Bay Ray, bassist Klaus Fluoride, and drum- 
mer Peligro sued Biafra, who runs Alter- 
native Tentacles, for non-payment royal- 
ties suit that Biafra claimed was trig- 
gered his refusal allow the Dead 
Kennedys’ “Holiday Cambodia” ex- 
cerpted for use in a Levi’s commercial. (The 
three other DKs deny that they ever accepted 
the offer from Levi's.)

find British house Carl Cox 
ranked sixth among hundreds con- 
tenders, besting David Guetta, David 
Morales, Miss Kittin, Sander Kleinenberg, 
Steve Lawler, and, #19, Danny Tenaglia. 
His exalted position reflects his fame 
outdoor-venue rave and festival per- 
former, where crowds large 50,000 
hear him. The masters the indoor dance 
floor — Junior Vasquez, Little Louie Vega, 
Peter Rauhofer, Junior Jack are limited 
the size the clubs they favor. But 
Cox’s skill the turntables and segue 
master supports his top status. plays 
hard, fast, screaming rhythms, edgy 
techno but also dark classic house.

Getting past electroclash

The Detroit trio didn’t just 

pick difficult name, they chose 
misleading one. Despite the uptight-look- 
ing moniker all caps and that annoying 
full stop Nicola Kuperus, Adam Lee 
Miller, and Sam Consiglio laugh practically 
much they talk interviews. And 
their third full-length, (Thrill 
Jockey), doesn’t sound especially grown-up. 
It’s not “adult” the sense waiting- 
fare like James Taylor and 
Kenny ADULT. ply abrasive yet hook- 
laden electro-punk rife with staccato drum 
machines, white noise guitar, and synth 
drones. the seven years since their de- 
but, the Dispassionate Furniture (Ersatz Au- 
dio), Kuperus’s singing style has softened 
slightly, from a cold, fractured bark to 
more theatrical hiccup. But nobody’s 
going mistake her for Norah Jones. 

who’ll the Middle East this 
Friday, also don’t meet the erotic criteria for 
“adult” entertainment. The stark, stiffly 
posed photos designed and shot Kupe- 
that grace their CDs owe more lab 
manuals and supply catalogues than Hel- 
mut Lang fashion spreads. “Yesterday was 
Lenscrafters, and the saleswoman asked 
what kind glasses was looking for,” 
says Miller, who’s married Kuperus. His 
answer: “I’m looking for something 
awkward geeky.”

The Either/Orchestra’s African sojourn

Who knew back when the Either/Or- 
chestra recorded what became known 
“The Ethiopian Suite” for their 2004 album 
More Beautiful Than Death (Accurate) that the 
heterogeneous pop that country would 
become all the rage? not rage, least 
enthusiasm. Ethiopian musician Mulatu 
Astatké, who makes return engagement 
play with the E/O this Friday the Lizard 
Lounge, featured throughout the sound- 
track to Jim Jarmusch’s new Broken Flowers; 
also made musical cameo one 
Tony Soprano’s dream sequences. The E/O, 
meanwhile, have come full circle. Their 
suite was drawn from the Ethiopian Groove: 
The Golden copy which was given 
Gershon his friend Morphine leader 
Mark Sandman in 1994. It was part of the 
multi-volume Ethiopiques series. Now 
have the double-CD Either/Orchestra: Live in 
Addis (Buda Musique), itself the vol- 
ume the Ethiopiques series. It’s the first 
E/O recording not Gershon’s own Accu- 
rate label, and the first the series fea- 
ture non-Ethiopian band. When the E/O 
hit the Ethiopian Music Festival 2004, 
they were the first American band play 
the country since Duke Ellington 1973. 
what did they owe the honor? began 
when couple expatriated Ethiopian 
composers one whom, Girma Beyene, 
was featured the suite heard their mu- 
sic the radio the States. One thing led 
another and the E/O were there way. 
what was like for American band 
play Ethiopian music Ethiopia for 
Ethiopians? the album’s liner notes, Ger- 
shon talks about the warm reception the 
band received even with their Sun-Ra like 
treatment vocal pop tunes that are 
Ethiopian takes modern American and 
Latin styles. You can hear the crowd respond 
‘to the Ethiopian guests who played with the 
band when they recognize “Bati,” sung 
vocalist after bassist 
Rick McLaughlin’s solo introduction, when 


tenor-saxophonist Gétatchéw Mékurya 
leads hand-clapping version “Shel- 
léla” with his Ayler-like vibrato. 

The music natural fit for the E/O, 
who have long specialized unlikely fu- 
sions of various musics, whether it’s ar- 
ranging King Crimson’s “Red” for 10- 
piece band combining Thelonious 
Monk’s “Nutty” with Bobbie Gentry’s 
“Ode to Billie Joe.” Not only are the exotic 
scales, long, sinuous melodic lines, and 
odd compound meters keeping with 
the E/O’s jazz modernism, but as Ger- 
shon points out when get touch 
with him his office As- 
tatké was himself modernist when 
came Boston 1959 study Berklee 
and sucked all the jazz could, from 
Miles, Coltrane, and Bill Evans his 
classmate Gary Burton and the various 
permutations the modern scene. 

“It’s not like we’ve taken this music 
from ethnographic recordings,” Gershon 
explains. “Soul Tezeta,” another vocal 
feature, has strong R&B flavor, and 
“Antchim Endéléla” essentially tan- 
go, even if, as Gershon says, “with a very 
strong accent.” 

But the E/O bring their own accent, 
whether it’s the extended treatment 
the tunes Gershon’s more extreme tenor 
moments or trombonist Joel Yennior’s 
multi-phonic effects. It’s for that reason 
that Ethiopiques producer Francis Falceto 
recommended the band stick with famil- 
iar Ethiopian material. Gershon says, “By 
the standards what the audience were 
used to, were already pushing them 
into deep outer space.”

THE FIERY FURNACES 
FAMILY AFFAIR 


The Fiery Furnaces’ synapse-snapping prog-rock 
difficult pin down because it’s utterly unlike any- 
thing else.

Sheherazade and the hero Jorge 
Luis Borges’s story “The Secret Miracle” 
have demonstrated, storytelling can not 
only delay the inevitable, can also 
make the interim lot more rewarding.

Henry 
tells Sam kill himself next Satur- 
day, on his 21st birthday, then takes a 
powder, leaving Sam the lurch. Sam 
doesn’t take this lightly; his girlfriend 
Lila (Sanskrit for “illusion”) 
self-destructive artist whom saved 
from suicide attempt.

The kingdom of Prince Charm- 
ing blond-wigged Mark Meehan) 
seems to be a sliver of Massachusetts, 
and the Prince himself alcoholic 
Hollywood failure (“He’s an actor anda 
model/And he likes to hit the bottle”) a 
who yearns for chick “with soul in- 
side.”

What actor wouldn't leap to perform in a 
classic play? Still, you get a frisson when 
° you appear in a show whose title is preceded by 
“world premiere.” That's the treat for the cast 
of Carol Mulroney, a new comedy/drama by 
Stephen Belber, who co-wrote The Laramie 
Project and whose Tape was made into a film 
starring Uma Thurman and Ethan Hawke. Di- 
rector Lisa Peterson oversees the debut by the 
Huntington Theatre Company, which opened 
last Friday. (Official opening night is October 26.) 
Noted New York actor Larry Pine has been 
bowled over. “When | first read the play | 
thought, my God, it’s a sit-com and heads in- 
to soap opera and right in the middle it be- 
comes this crazy lonesco or Beckett kind of 
play and then Chekhovian.” 
Carol Mulroney is a young woman with a 
troubled social life. She finds refuge only on

James Kudelka’s Cinderella Boston Ballet

When it comes to Cinderella, Boston Ballet is 
Prince Charming standing with glass slip- 
per hand. 1976, the company pre- 
miered resident choreographer Ron Cun- 
ningham’s version of Sergei Prokofiev's 1945 
ballet, with the stepsisters in drag (a la 
Frederick Ashton’s 1948 pathbreaker), wni- 
pulling the coach, and jester ac- 
company the Prince. Next up, in 1993, was 
Ben Stevenson: more drag, more jester py- 
rotechnics, and a breathtaking moment 
when Cinderella bourrées into the ball- 
but also choreography for R-rated 
music. Four years later, got the Ameri- 
can premiere Michael Corder’s austere 
1996 ballet: no drag, no jester, no bourrée 
entrance, only the moon as metaphor for 
the waxing and waning dreams. Our cur- 
rent candidate, also its American pre- 
miere, the 2004 version that James Kudel- 
did for the National Ballet Canada. In- 
spired Art Deco and Erté and set the 
it’s Bigfoot, but doesn’t quite fill 
the slipper either. 

Not that Cinderella easy fit. The sto- 
Ty, adapted from Charles Perrault’s 1698 col- 
lection fairy tales, stepsister the 
more complex psychodramas Swan Lake 
and The Sleeping Beauty and even Giselle. The 
score, though steeped the harmonic lan- 
guage of Prokofiev’s 1935 Romeo and Juliet 
(with pointed quote from the composer’s 
The Love for Three Oranges, though productions 
that, like this one, omit the oranges miss 
the point), is darker and more sardonic, 
with series bittersweet erotic waltzes 
that threaten burst open like overripe 
pumpkin. It’s nightmare music (here given 
apt performance 
Jonathan McPhee and the Boston Ballet Or- 
chestra) for fractured fairy tale. 

Like Corder, Kudelka grounds his ballet 
organic symbol growth and decay. 
his case, it’s the pumpkin: Cinderella 
floats down into the ballroom, among 
pumpkin-colored Japanese lanterns, ina 
glowing pumpkin bower, yet it’s pumpkin- 
headed men tuxes who form circle and 
pop one one represent the clock’s 
moving toward and striking midnight. 
Kudelka, however, forgoes myth and magic 
and turns Cinderella into morality play. The 
curtain rises higgledy-piggledy but cozy 
superfluity kitchen hutches and break- 


fronts that dwarf our heroine. Stepmom 
chainsmoking dipso Day-Glo dressing 
gown who stumbles into the kitchen 
search snort with scarcely glance 
Cinderella; the stepsisters haze her the way 
the Siamese cats Lady Disney’s Lady and 
theTramp, but mostly they’re too taken with 
themselves bother. Her father, whose 
failure stick for his daughter adds 
her pain, absent this version; the 
scene where Cinderella defies her step-rela- 
tives gives her last crust bread toa 
beggar woman who out you- 
know-who. Here the Fairy Godmother, 
fashionably dressed, 
hearth and Cinderella pours her cup tea. 
All the misery tamped down Cin- 
derella even enjoys makeover from the 
dressmaker and his entourage while the 
dancing instructor putting the stepsisters 
through their gavotte paces. Instead the 
four seasons, have “Blossom,” “Petal,” 
“Moss,” and “Twig,” who bring Cinderella 
her pointe shoes and teach her dance. 
And though Kudelka all ingenuity and in- 
vention the ballroom, threading flash- 
bulb-popping “Photo Journalist” through 
the glitterati and hinting mambos and 
tangos and Charlestons Prokofiev’s big 
mazurka, has Cinderella and Prince 
Charming their backs this empty 
spectacle. There’s audience: one really 
notices (except their embarrassed escorts) 
when the stepsisters throw themselves the 
Prince, the stepsisters don’t notice Cinderel- 
all (and their mother has stayed home), 
and she and the Prince dance out their big

duet solitude. act three, the Prince’s 
globetrotting reminds how unreal glass 
slippers are world skis and snowshoes 
and skates and wooden clogs and sandals 
and bare feet; his voyage hits bottom when 
starts offer the shoe woman with 
one leg. redeems himself recognizing 
Cinderella her kitchen rags; but then 
there’s another solitary pas deux followed 
asimple garden wedding, and the guests 
leave once, allowing the couple settle 
down before the hearth and, like Candide, 
tend their own garden. 

Kudelka nothing not witty. her 
kitchen, after exchanging sweet nothings 
with her dance-partner warming pan, Cin- 
derella essays hopscotch were game 
pas chat and temps poisson. His 
stepsisters one marcelled, one myopic, 
call them Blondie and Blindie are riot 
histrionics and off-kilter high jinks; Blindie 
gets brush stuck her hair, and when 
she sets her cap the Prince, she vamps 
like Egyptian. the end the mazur- 
ka, after the ladies have high-kicked off 
stage, the men all stand with hand head, 
alluding characteristic mazurka gesture 
but also suggesting the divide between men 
and women. And every time the poor pho- 
tographer tries snap the Prince, gets 
hustled away. This Cinderella sly, seduc- 
tive, and sometimes drop-dead funny. But 
what’s wedding, even simple one, with- 
out dancing? without guests who share 
the newlyweds’ happiness? Ballet 
about community, and this Cinderella not. 
Paired Saturday afternoon last week- 


end, Romi Beppu and Nelson Madrigal 
found the most poetry Kudelka’s Astaire- 
like (think “Dancing in the Dark”) duets. 
Beppu played Cinderella Disney heroine 
(Prokofiev fact became big Disney fan 
after seeing Snow White), over-articulating 
her movements and her facial expressions, 
finding wonder everything. And though 
her port bras the end her second-act 
variation was weak, she whipped through 
her third-act straight-line fouetté sequence 
she were walking. Madrigal matched 
her childlike enthusiasm, albeit with less 
technical assurance. They missed least 
one lift in their second-act duet, but it didn’t 
matter when they walked off like couple 
from Balanchine’s Who Cares? 

The opening-night Cinderella, Lorna Fei- 
was less abused daughter than hired 
help, J-Lo in Maid in Manhattan, with a wink 
remind that she was always con- 
trol. As her Prince, Carlos Molina was more 
convincing wooing than winning; has 
amplitude (and, in a ballroom sequence 
with his officers, deep knee bends), but 
didn’t always add achievement. Laris- 
Ponomarenko was touching and vulnera- 
ble Friday but not fresh; she did her best 
work sophisticated lady the ball- 
room, where her entrance would have done 
Audrey Hepburn proud. Her Prince, Roman 
Rykine, was technically correct but not in- 
spiring, and there was chemistry. 

Heather Myers stole opening night 
Blindie, open-mouthed, over-the-top 
Valley Girl with end Lucille Ball an- 
tics; her Blondie, Sacha Wakelin, was mut- 
fault, but the combination worked 
well. The other Blondies were more eye- 
catching, Kathleen Breen Combes as wan- 
na-be movie star, Melanie Atkins as frus- 
trated romantic heroine; the other 
Blindies, Melissa Hough and Tempe Oster- 
gren, offered subtler shenanigans. Jennifer 
Glaze was the ditsy, depreciating stepmom; 
Rie Ichikawa, Ashley Blade-Martin, 
Combes, and Atkins were the most gratify- 
ing seasonal quartet, Atkins especially 
the panache her piqué steps. The bet- 
ter comic turns, which there were many, 
included Jared Redick’s fussbudget shoe 
salesman and Mindaugas Bauzys’s falling- 
out-of-the-car officer. 

Yet the sharpest characterization was 
provided the company’s “Character 
Artist,” Viktor Plotnikov, the stogie- 
chomping photog, sashaying and out 
the picture were Sam Spade and 
conjuring weary Humphrey Bogart with 
almost choreography. Ballet isn’t just 
about community, even dancing; it’s 
about relationships. That’s why this Cin- 
derella good first date but not happily 
everafter.

TAP MEETS 
HIGHBROW 


SAVION GLOVER SYMPHONY HALL 


Much to Boston's good fortune, the Bank of Amer- 

ica Celebrity Series and CRASHarts teamed up to 
bring Savion Glover back for the second time in six 
months. The fans who filled Symphony Hall Sunday af- 
ternoon for a blast called “Classical Savion” weren't there 
to see a concert in any orthodox musical sense, but they 
got a virtuoso performance just the same. For two inter- 
missionless hours, Glover and 13 instrumentalists played 
the socks off Vivaldi, Mozart, Dvofak, Bach, Bartok, 
Shostakovich, Mendelssohn, and Sousa. Who knew 
those composers were all tap-dance kids? 

Still in his early 30s, Glover has a 20-year career be- 
hind him but shows no sign of burnout. | don't know 
how he arrived at his new format of dancing the classics, 
but it isn’t as incongruous as it might seem. The late 
Paul Draper, for one, rendered Bach and Couperin ina 
cool, graceful style he called batlet tap. Glover's project 
isn't to make tap more classical, just the opposite. 

What he hears is the dancing inside the music. By 
percussionizing what's already there in 15 mostly up- 
tempo selections, Glover reminds us that Baroque mu- 
sic was often meant to accompany dance forms, and 
that the European romantics from Beethoven to the 
early 20th century infused their symphonic composi- 
tions with the dance rhythms and melodies of folklore. 

Glover has refined the “Classical” show since | 
saw it in New York last winter. Instead of relying on a 


conductor, the nine young classical players take their 
cues from one another, like a chamber ensemble or a 
jazz combo. Sometimes Glover lays down a few bars 
of rhythm to get them going, and he winds up each 
piece with a flourish or a pattering decrescendo. 
Now, instead of a separate jazz section, Glover's 
house band, the Otherz (Tommy James, piano; Brian 
Grice, percussion; Patience Higgins, flute and sax; 
Andy McCloud, double bass), almost stealthily 
infiltrate the strings. 

With every note memorized, Glover sometimes 
underlines the musical score, adding a fifth voice to 
his expanded string quartet. He picks out inner 
rhythms by accenting or syncopating what's written 
as metrically regular. He does all the ornamenta- 
tions in a Mozart Divertimento and makes up a few 
of his own. He makes his own witty comments, 
swooping into pirouettes as Mendelssohn makes 
musical roulades, raising a ruckus to the disso- 
nances of Shostakovich. 

And when Patience Higgins began a Bach flute ca- 
denza, with the orchestra playing continuo and Glover 
tapping an obbligato, you could see how classical music 
sprang out of the same improvisatory/collaborative im- 
pulse as jazz. Higgins eventually found his way back to 
the piece, and then, astonishingly, without stopping, 
the music changed key and segued into some exotic 


chords out of which a violin emerged, playing one of 
Béla Bartok'’s Romanian Folk Dances 

My one reservation about the program was that the 
amplification was set to overbalance Glover's dancing 
against the strings. Although the music was familiar, | 
kept losing the melodic structures and harmonies that 
were giving rise to his soloistic extrapolations 

For the last part of the program, starting with Andy 
McCloud’s bass solo meditation on themes from “Na- 
ture Boy,” Glover and al! the instrumentalists combined 
on a long, joyous jam session. As McCloud kept an un- 
wavering anchor figure on the bass, the group played 
“Nature Boy” variations. Glover introduced the musi- 
cians in turn for their own improvised solos, which he 
responded to with complementary ideas, arguments, 
and images. Feeding off McCloud's steady basso osti- 
nato, he changed the rhythm several times in inter- 
ludes between their solos, and drummer Brian Grice 
shouldered the last variation into a conga rhythm. 

Finally, Glover introduced the last number, a signa- 
ture now though it's different at every performance. He 
merged into the ensemble and the tune itself dissolved 
into a drawn-out, barely discernible line on Higgins's 
sax. Vivaldi and Mendelssohn had morphed into a free- 
wheeling, seemingly inexhaustible, moody improvisa- 
tion on “The Stars and Stripes Forever.”

Duane Slick’s wolves and irises Nielsen Gallery

“DUANE SLICK: 
THE IRISES”

In an era of circus-sized installation 

art, ceiling-to-floor photography, and 
videos that take the entire sides 
buildings, the art Duane Slick 
barely audible whisper. Nothing jumps 
out at you, nothing startles, nothing is 
blown out of proportion. You work to see 
his images, which typically lie behind 
opaque white screen flat acrylic paint. 
They loom at a dreamy distance, resist- 
ing focus, objects dimly discernible in 
fog. And the images themselves flow- 
ers and trees, coyotes and birds, evanes- 
cent, fractional portraits share kind 
of muteness, since they take the shape 
silhouettes outlines lightly 
drawn sketches. 

In every piece, Slick addresses some as- 
pect what means Native Ameri- 
can. (His father hails from the Meskwaki 
Nation lowa, his mother from the Ho- 
Chunk Nation the Nebraska-lowa bor- 
der.) He makes you contemplate the eradi-

sensation and awareness and movement. 


cation of culture and nature; 
probes the meaning and 
magnitude loss. in- 
terview two years ago, 
spoke his movement from 
colorful abstract landscapes 
toward the elimination of 
color and greater absorption 
narration and the figure. 
Yet for all his continued in- 
terest identifiable, sym- 
bolically charged figures, this 
show suggests he’s returning 
abstraction. Few are the 
details; many are the voids. 

Nowhere this feeling 
disappearance and longing 
more poignantly conveyed 
than in the four 17x14 linen 
panels that make Requiem 
Dream. With their burnished, 
dark surfaces and seemingly 
faded imagery, the panels re- 
semble 19th-century photo- 
graphs they look 
they’d been worn the pas- 
sage time. the first, all 
you can make out are the 
stars American flag that 
wraps around some unde- 
tectable, spherical form. The 
second offers identical but 
more obscure version the first. Only 
the third frame does the freestanding flag 
explain itself, the head and shoulders 
woman with Native American features 
appear above the patterned cloth with 
which she’s draped herself. the fourth 
panel, she’s gone again, disappeared. 

found myself scrutinizing the three 
paintings where the body missing 
how could not see her when knew she 
was there? Why she invisible? And how 
that the very symbol our nation- 
hood renders her so? Requiem Dream isn’t 
just concept piece, however; gets its 
impact from the expression the shad- 
owy figure who hovers between specter 
and flesh. Her look one infinite ac- 
ceptance, disarming resignation: she 
smiles the magnitude her sadness, 
generous, loving, decimated Per- 
haps, too, she’s asking the artist exam- 
ine the moral legitimacy making art 
from the suffering one’s ancestors.

Right there beside the men 
and the logos appear the last four words 
expect see: Artforum and 
America, painted in white acrylic, the 
names the two most recognized Ameri- 
can visual-art magazines, in their trade- 
mark fonts. You don’t need corpo- 
rate mogul, the artist acknowledges, 
profit from the decline the natural 
world; you can artist with eye for 
notoriety and sales. 

Subtler and more pared down than Pre- 
Contact is another 2005 work, Oration at 
Dawn, which barely visible silhouette 
the artist’s head profile appears 
choked and gagged continuous loop 
sense apparent stillness that’s actually 
the center whirling storm. Nobody’s 
holding the gun Sparrows Dream #1, and 
the barrel aimed nothing more 
tulip. But the flower stands upright, sug- 
gesting body, and the gun points the 
blossom though threatening blow off 
its head. Necessity Snakes, wreath 
static, interlocking images silhouette 
leaves and birds, rabbits and elk, 
snakes and men capped the Shell 
logo, say all become fossil fuel. 


Oration Dawn, the intimation vio- 
lence ratcheted up, not much ac- 
tion stillness. How does the figure 
maintain his composure with his air- 
waves blocked? How does one find calm 
the face death? 

These are dream paintings whose aim 
the exploration matters spiritual, 
not physical. Since can’t entirely see 
what we’re looking at, we’re made to 
think about absence the absence 
people, the absence color, the absence 
fully articulated narrative. Yet it’s 
our very attention the void that wants 
to pull us back to the earth, to the animal 
kingdom, sensation and awareness and 
movement. Slick’s motifs include the coy- 
ote and the wolf, whose shadowy pres- 
ence feels more human than alien. InA 
the Irises, the wolf stands upright 
wolf costume? Verifying the Invisible (Coyote 
the transparent coyote passes 
through network perched songbirds. 
Coyote, Orchid multiple flowers 
are superimposed the dark outline 
the animal’s head. Far from registering 
predators, Slick’s coyotes and wolves 
are associated with the gentle and 
beneficent, fellow characters our 
shared drama survival.

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Levine’s American program, Jens Georg Bachmann, Ben Zander, and Dido

ames Levine, the Boston Symphony 

Orchestra’s first American music di- 

rector, shifted his base operations 

from the Champs Elysées and Notre- 

Dame Stockbridge and Harlem. 
other words, from all-French opening 
night all-American follow-up. the 
American program didn’t cohere quite 
satisfyingly, well, we’re bigger country 
with wider differences outlook and tem- 
perament the pieces didn’t seem exactly 
speaking terms. the final and most 
popular work, George Gershwin’s Concerto 
(in its very first BSO subscription per- 
formance), which must have come as some- 
thing relief from the more intense de- 
mands the previous pieces, French pi- 
anist Jean-Yves Thibaudet and the orches- 
tra still seemed the French mode the 
previous week (Ravel imitating Gershwin 
more than Gershwin imitating Ravel), 
boisterous enough, but a little self-con- 
sciously naughty and “jazzy,” Peugeot 
driving down Amsterdam Avenue though 
was extremely well played. The audience 
hardly seemed mind that Thibaudet’s 
precision and elegance came the expense 
Gershwin’s New York urgency. (On the 
radio next day, could hear more the pi- 
ano over the orchestra, so the performance 
sounded slightly less precious.) 

The Gershwin begins darkly, with cym- 
bals and pounding timpani, and for mo- 
ment seemed continuation the dark, 
heavily percussive last movement Elliott 
Carter’s Three Illusions, which was receiving 
its world premiere. The “illusions” (or delu- 
sions), each lasting about three minutes, 
are fantasy kingdom Don 
Quixote; Fons Juventatis, the classical fountain 
of youth; and More's Utopia, as sinister and 
ironic and scary piece Carter ever wrote. 
What could more illusion than the 
idea living perfect society? (“Utopia” 
is Greek for “no place.”) More was beheaded 
for not sanctioning Henry VIII’s marriage 
Anne Boleyn, and the piece gets chopped 
off the end with abrupt sforzando. 

There’s more music these short 
pieces than some entire symphonies, 
with many Carter’s contrasting and con- 
tradictory passages going simultane- 
ously and all them stunningly orches- 
trated. The playing was stunning too. 
heard the mercurial be- 
fore; Levine commissioned precede his 
performance last year Carter’s Partita, the 
first movement his longest orchestral 
work, Sinfonia. A few months later it served 
Levine’s introduction the complete 
begins with crashing 
cymbals and a brassy fanfare. Fons Juventatis 
(the last completed, just year ago) 
lighter, watery scherzo, seductive mu- 


sical “spray,” beginning with rising 
harp glissando and fluttering flutes 
and ending with quiet little points 
xylorimba, horn, and harp. More’s 
Utopia grim concertino for percus- 
sion, with sweet, rhapsodic episodes 
for strings interrupting underlying 
the ominous hammering. Carter, 
who’ll turn 97 in December, was on 
hand receive prolonged standing 
ovation. The next morning left for 
Chicago attend another premiere. 

The first half the American pro- 
gram began with alternately rau- 
cous and haunting performance 
Ives’s Three Places New England (in re- 
construction the full-orchestra ver- 
sion Ives completed 1921 after nine 
years of work and then abandoned in 
1929 for a chamber-orchestra version). 
The first movement, The “St. Gaudens” 
Boston Common (Colonel Robert Gould Shaw 
and His Colored Regiment), is one of the 
noblest pieces American music, 
with its moving transformation 
Stephen Foster’s “Old Black Joe.” 
the second movement, Putnam’s Camp, 
Redding Connecticut, Ives’s recollection 
exuberant childhood picnic 
interrupted mysterious vision 
Liberty. The last movement, The 
ecstatic celebration his idyllic 
honeymoon the Berkshires. 

The Ives was followed loving 
performance of Lukas Foss’s 1960 Time 
Cycle, with soprano Dawn Upshaw singing 
Foss’s elegant pointillist settings poems 
by Auden, Housman, and Nietzsche (the 
one Mahler used memorably his Third 
Symphony) and perhaps too predictable 
setting harrowing paragraph from Kaf- 
ka’s diary all about the nightmare time. 
Levine got know this piece when was 
accompanying its original performer, Adele 
Addison, around the time its premiere. 
For all Upshaw’s accomplished, intelligent 
singing, she didn’t attempt anything like 
the astonishing range vocal character 
and verbal nuance you can hear from Addi- 
son the recording she made with 
Leonard Bernstein just after the premiere. 

You certainly didn’t hear anything like 
that the next BSO concert, 33-year-old BSO 
assistant conductor Jens Georg Bachmann’s 
Symphony Hall debut cramped program 
German music: Weber’s 
Oberon Overture, Schumann’s Piano Concer- 
to, and Scottish Symphony. 
Exceptionally good playing (William Hud- 
gins’s quicksilver opening the Mendels- 
sohn scherzo) took turns with some unac- 
ceptable playing (Keisuke Wakao’s ugly oboe 
solo launching the Schumann; very sloppy

brasses). Bachmann, who’s been Levine’s 
assistant conductor in Munich, had all the 
mannerisms movie star playing con- 
ductor, but he added little to my under- 
standing these works. seemed 
following rather thari leading the orchestra, 
letting rhythms slacken into dead spots. I’ve 
admired pianist Andreas Haefliger, but here 
lacked playfulness and nuance. 

Far more exciting Schumann was deliv- 
ered Benjamin Zander and the Boston 
Philharmonic. Their Rhenish Symphony 
uninhibited yet unforced snapped, 
crackled, and popped: bursting with exu- 
berance; suspenseful; flowing; joyous and 
solemn all the right places. The concert 
began with intense and searching 
Brahms Tragic Overture. between came the 
overdue Boston premiere of John Harbi- 
son’s 1989-’90 Viola Concerto, with the 
rich-toned yet sensitive and rhythmically 
alert Kim Kashkashian. Harbison uses 
small orchestra then reduces further 
into intimate chamber ensembles, you 
can hear every note of the viola. It’s a mer- 
curial piece fresh, dappled, powerful, 
and utterly exquisite those smaller 
groupings. For her encore, Kashkashian 
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played soulful Armenian folksong, 
“The Crane,” about being displaced 
from one’s native land. 
In 1685, Henry Purcell composed 
his only opera, Dido and Aeneas, for 
girls’ school. Production values were 
surely not high; yet Dido remains one 
the supreme pieces English vocal 
music. The Handel & Haydn Society 
got its priorities backward, substitut- 
ing glitzy production values for musi- 
cal insight. Chinese director Chen 
Shi-Zheng covered the Cutler Majestic 
stage with a real wading pool that 
most the characters had slosh 
through; even conductor Grant 
Llewellyn and the designers soaked 
their bare feet for the curtain calls. 
The chorus carried beachballs and a 
bare-chested sailor (tenor Ryan Turn- 
er) came out holding surfboard. Ae- 
neas (Panamanian-American baritone 
Nmon Ford), the major non-African 
character in the opera (he comes to 
Carthage, in North Africa, from Troy, 
in southwestern Turkey), sported an 
Afro. In the middle of the puddle was 
an island that looked like a large, 
scaly poodle, on top of which Dido, 
Queen Carthage (Irish mezzo-sopra- 
no Paula Murrihy), was stationed. At 
the end, when Dido kills herself be- 
cause Aeneas leaves her to found the 
Roman Empire, the island ignited 
projected flames and the flames sank 
under projected waves. 
But none of the fancy stage gimcrackery 
made contact with brought out any- 
thing the music was expressing, and nei- 
ther could hide the limp conducting 
(though some the playing was good) 
and, for the most part, only adequate 
singing. Murrihy, at least, had a lovely 
voice and an unaffected delivery. Ford was 
imposing but not stylish. The witches, car- 
little orange pails and shovels, were 
familiar caricatures with nasal squawking 
even less threatening than usual. Will 
anyone present remember year from now 
what heavenly music Purcell wrote or how 
moved they were by it?

Writing about the won- 
derful waltz in Debussy’s Jeux, I said that he 
was also the composer the most famous 
French waltz, La valse, which every Music
